BOOSTING THE WAGE SCALE 


Everybody wants to see the

In the days before the war the 
river Saar, as it wound its way, 
first a little tumbling brook amid 
the foothills of the Vosges, and, 
later, a creditable stream spread- 
ing itself out in the valley, was 
little known outside the circles of 
commercial Germany, and maybe 
commercial France. Today, who 
has not heard of the Saar anc 
its valley, with its coal fields and 
its great resources? 

‘And yet the Garr Valley has a 
history, and a by no means un- 
eventful one, long centuries he- 
fore the onset of the great strug- 
gle in the August of 1914. What 
is more, in the controversy which 
is going on today as to its final 
ownership, it is but repeating its 
history, for the Saar valley, in 
the course of its long record, has 
changed hands many times, and 
has known many rulers, Roman 
governors, the bishops of Metz, 
the counts of Saargau, the counts 
of the Ardennes, the counts of 


Nassau-Saarbrucken, France un- 
. der Napoleon, and Prussia for 
the last hundred years. Of 


course, not alk.of the Saar valley 
is in dispute today, for the Saar, 
in the first part of its journey. to 
Konz, where it joins the Moselle, 
passes through Lorraine. It is, 
however, largely after it has en- 
tered purely German territory 
that it flows through lands of 
great industrial value.

Tomorrow ais Ea Tenter. Sunday 
the beginning of spring and 
the end of Lent. Therefore, 
today is Holy Saturday, and 
ig celebrated all over the civ- 
ilized world by those of the 
Christian faith, being the 
end of Holy week, and marks 
the events attending the cru- 
cifixion of the Savior, his 
suffering on the Cross and 
finally the Resurrection, 

During Holy Week, the 
Christian and ‘Moslem _pil- 
grims in Jerusalem visit the 
sacred river Jordan. On 

Holy Thursday the Greek pa- 
triarch washes the feet of 
twelve pilgrims. This ser- 
vice or ceremony is perform- 
ed in the open court in front 
of the cathedral, on a tempo- 
rary platform decprated with 
olive boughs. The patriarchs 
of the Catholic and Armen- 
fan communities perform a 
similar service inside the 
cathedral, to which the gen- 
eral public {s not admitted. 
On Good Friday all-day ser- 
vices are in order, and spér 
cial services with ceremonies 
commemorating the crucifix- 
fon take place from six in 
the evening unti! midnight. 
On Holy’ Saturday, also 
known as the Sabbath of 
Light, all lights in the ca- 
thedral are extinguished. The 
Greek and Armenian sects re- 
light their lamps, candles 
and fires from a flame which 
is believed by them to ap- 
pear on the body of the holy 
sepulchre on that day. This 
is the crowning event of Lent 
to the Greek, Armenian, Sy- 
riac and Coptic creeds.
